myself. 
I and my brother tied him 
down in order to keep him from get 
ting to a gun and killing us".

learned 
that Albert 
Smith is the one who stabbed his 
father, and later tied him to the bed 
in order to keep him from getting a 
gun and shooting

of the 
family. 
“We are inclined 
to 
believe the 
story told by the Smith boys", Sheriff 
Tucker said today. 
“We think that 
the stabbing took place before Smith 
was tied to the bed. 
“Smith is a powerful

No official charges have been filed 
against the Smith sons by authorities 
as yet, but it is likely that a charge 
of assault with intent to kill will be 
filed unless the older nUHi dies. 
“Smith says he does not want to 
prosecute his sons”, Sheriff 
Tucker 
declared this morning, “and if he re­ 
covers, the two men may not be pros­ 
ecuted. 
If he dies, however, it 
is 
probable that they will be held for 
trial”. 
Smith is the father of several oth­ 
er children, one daughter being mar­ 
ried and living a short distance from 
the Smith home.

There are exceptions to any rule, 
of course. 
The exceptions to what 
proved almost an axiom—that 
*the 
men associated with the early days 
of Andrew Carnegie were to be weal­ 
thy for the rest of their lives—are 
few*. 
Henry P. Bope, a member 
of 
the Carnegie Veterans' Associatoin, 
might be called one of them. 
Mr. Bope, now living in Pittsburgh, 
formerly was head of the sales 
de­ 
partment of the Carnegie Steel Com­ 
pany and was on the Pittsburgh in­ 
dustrial development commission. But 
now he may be seen almost any Sat­ 
urday afternoon in 
the 
Pittsburgh 
market, carrying home his groceries 
in a basket for the coming week. 
Bope was bora in 1859. 
He went 
to Pittsburgh when 20 years old and 
became a stenographer with Carnegie 
Bros. & Co. 
He worked under the 
eyes of Andrew Carnegie and 
was 
rapidly advanced in the sales depart­ 
ment, of which Alexander R. Peacock, 
a few years his senior, was the head. 
Bope was a steady and quieting 
in­ 
fluence on the department. 
Peacock 
was at time erratic in his brilliance. 
Bope also took some interest in local 
politics on the Republican side. 
When the melon was sliced in 1901 
with the United States Steel merger, 
Bope was made first vice-president 
and general manager of sales. 
He 
held this post until 1918, when he re­ 
tired. His ill-luck seems to have dat­ 
ed from that time. He has since been 
identified 
with 
several 
promotion 
plans, but 
has 
largely disappeared 
from public- life. 
Most of his 
ven­ 
tures were failures. 
The steel career of Alexander 
R. 
Peacock, now living 
in 
New York, 
dates, it is said, from his part in sell­ 
ing some goods to Mrs. Carnegie in a 
New York department store. She was 
so pleased with his energetic atten­ 
tions that her husband became inter­ 
ested. 
When he learned that young 
Peacock came from a part of Scot­ 
land near his own boyhood home, the 
steel master asked him to join his or­ 
ganization. Peacock turned out to be 
supersalesman. On one occasion he 
staggered the Carnegie Steel 
Com­ 
pany by obtaining an order for 
six 
hundred thousand tons of steel rails 
when but one hundred thousand had 
been expected. 
When the trust took over the Car­ 
negie Steel Company, Peacock, like 
most of the other young partners, be­ 
came several times a millionaire. He 
built a palatial mansion on Highland 
avenue in Pittsburgh and grew to be 
public figure. 
Then he went into 
steel on his own, lost touch with his 
customary success and his mansion 
passed into other hands. 
Now, how­ 
ever, he is said by associates in Pitts­ 
burgh to be on the way back. 
He is 
member o f the Carnegie Veterans’ 
Association and attended 
the 
last 
dinner. 
Francis 
T. F. 
Lovejoy 
was not, 
strictly speaking, one of the partners. 
He retired in 1900, before the merger, 
and this makes him ineligible for the 
veterans’ organization.

“Lovejoy’s Folly”. It is a huge place. 
In 1908 Lovejoy was unable to pay a 
$75,000 mortgage on the house 
and 
Carnegie gave him $125,000 to meet 
the obligation. 
Part of the house is 
now used as a garage. Lovejoy works 
as a clerk in the office of an oil refin­ 
ing company in Pittsburgh. 
Once he 
was worth seven to ten million dol­ 
lars. 
Now he lives in a small apart­ 
ment. 
But 
the 
great 
majority 
of the 
“young partners” are living in pros­ 
perity. 
Many of them are now quite 
old, but none is so aged that he is un­ 
willing to travel for days to attend

known code nor 
special 
orders. 
In 
many places and much of the time 
ne does w hat is right in his own eyes, 
heedless of consequences.

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


had its inception forty-three 
years 
ago this week. 
On March 29, 1883, 
an act creating the State Board 
of 
Health was approved by 
Governor 
Thomas T. Crittenden, the act going 
into eect of July 1 of the same year. 
The cities of Missouri had not been 
without health departments prior to 
this time. 
In 
1832, 
Dr. 
Cornelia 
Campbell was named the first health 
officer of St. Louis. The first regular 
organized Board of Health 
in 
St 
Louis, created under an act passed by 
the General Assembly, was organized 
in 1867. 
Because of conditions aris­ 
ing out of the California immigration, 
St. Joseph appointed Dr. Daniel 
G. 
Keedy its first health officer in 1849. 
On May 8, 1878, an ordinance 
was 
passed by the Common 
Council 
of 
Kansas City creating the Boar^l 
of 
Health of that city. 
The Missouri State Medical Asso­ 
ciation was the most active agent in 
in popularizing the movement for 
State Board 
of 
Health. 
However, 
this need was nbt only felt among the 
medical profession of the State, but 
it was also expressed by 
Governor 
Crittenden in his message 
to 
the 
General Assembly of 1883. 
He said: 
“There should be a Board of Health 
estbalished in this state................the 
Board to have charge of the 
State 
sanitation and to act as a Board of 
Censors in the regulation of the prac­ 
tice of medicine and surgery.

bers must be physicians chosen with 
no discrimination against the differ 
ent systems of medicine recognized 
as reputable by the laws of the state. 
As outlined in the original act, this 
Board was given the power to enforce 
the provisions of various statutes re­ 
lating to public health as well as to 
the registration of 
physicians 
and 
surgeons of the state. 
The attempts 
of the Board to very rigidly enforce 
these regulations created much popu­ 
lar opposition to its work. 
This op­ 
position found expression in the Leg­ 
islature which refused to grant ap­ 
propriations to the Board after 
its 
initial appropriation has been spent. 
By January, 1885, the work of 
the 
Board was 
practically 
suspended. 
However, because 
the foresight 
of 
many medical men led them to believe 
that the registration of doctors and 
other such regulations were import­ 
ant prerequisites to a successful pub­ 
lic health program, Governor Marma- 
duke was persuaded to reorganize the 
Board in 1885. 
Preceding its 
reorganization 
the 
Board began an investigatiôn of the 
conditions of the local health boards 
over the state. 
As a result of this 
study a conference of the local health 
officials was held in St. Louis on De­ 
cember 4, 1884, at the invitation of 
the State Board. 
At “ this 
meeting 
which was the first conference of its 
kind ever 
held 
in 
Missouri, 
such 
measures as sanitary deficiencies of 
the state and epidemics of smallpox 
were discussed, and a bill was 
pro­ 
posed 
for 
the 
creation 
of 
local 
boards. 
In 1909 the Board 
was 
entrusted 
with the registration of all birth and 
deaths and its bureau of vital statis­ 
tics began work on February 1, 1910. 
By the gathering of vital statistics 
relating to births and deaths, invalu­ 
able information has been obtained 
These 
figures 
are 
the 
basis upon 
which a more intelligent health pro 
gram can be built. To the nurse, the 
physician, and the sanitary engineer, 
this data is a guide to the stamping 
out of contagion and the prevention 
of disease. 
Besides, these 
statistics 
are frequently of great practical im­ 
portance. 
It is through them 
that 
every citizen’s life 
record 
is 
pre­ 
served—his 
right 
to 
inheritance, 
foreign travel, and marriage are thus 
established. 
The work of the early State Board 
of Health was greatly 
handicapped 
through the lack of 
appropriations, 
and also because its work was main­ 
ly advisory. 
However, the year 1919 
marks a change in the public health 
program of the state. 
During 
the 
ar the Federal government had tak- 
measures toward health preserva­ 
tion and toward the correction of pre­ 
ventable physical defects. The Legis­ 
lature of Missouri in 1919 seeing the 
benefits which had been derived as a 
result of these 
national 
measures, 
passed a number of progressive pub­ 
lic health laws. 
Among these 
was 
the first eective public health statute 
the state has ever had, and 
under 
which the State Board of Health can 
more properly function. 
The State Board of Health 
with 
its divisions of Medical Lincensure 
and Vita] Statistics has made Missou­ 
ri a member of the 
Federal 
death 
registration area for the past fifteen 
years. 
However, according to 
the 
latest reports, the state has not been 
admitted to the Federal birth regis­ 
tration area. 
With the public health 
law passed in 1919 provisions were 
made for the establishment of 
the 
Divisions of 
Preventable 
Diseases, 
Child Hygiene, and Venereal Diseas­ 
es, with added provisions for the es­ 
tablishment of other departments as 
may be needed. The statute also pro­ 
vided for the appointment of a State 
Commissioner of Health, and also a 
Deputy State Health 
Commissioner 
for each county. 
In 1920, after the matter had been 
taken up with the Surgeon General of 
the United States Public Health Serv­ 
ice, two sanitary engineers were add­ 
ed 
to 
the State 
Board of Health. 
These engineers have conducted 
a 
malaria survey in Southeast Missou­ 
ri; a survey of general sanitary con­ 
ditions of the State, including 
the 
water and milk 
supplies; and their 
latest endeavors in the interest 
of 
sanitation has been the “Seal of Safe­ 
ty” campaign. 
This campaign 
has 
been the rigid inspection of the wa­ 
ter supplies of the state along 
the 
highways, a “Seal of Safety” sign be­ 
ing placed near each 
water supply 
which is found to be safe.

A central diagnostic la­ 
boratory has also been established.

The chimpanzee, the most familiar 
anthropoid ape, has been the subject 
of many psychological inquiries. The 
Yale institute of psychology has sev­ 
eral chimpanzees in its “primate la­ 
boratory”, on which tests are being

Nine Profits on Feed 
The average farm er in the cotton 
belt who does not 
grow 
his corn, 
meat or hay and has to buy 
them 
from the Western farmer, pays nine 
profits in addition to the cost of pro­ 
duction, according to an editorial 
in 
the Progressive Farmer. 
These are: 
1. The price (including a profit) 
received by the Western farmer for 
the product. 


2. 
Charges for handling, hauling 
and shipping from farm to freight 
cars wherever the product was rais­ 
ed. 
3. 
A profit to the local buyer 
at 
the Western point. 
4. 
A profit to the Western whole­ 
saler. 
5. 
Expense of hauling 
by rail­ 
road to the South plus a profit to the 
railroad. 
6. 
A profit to the Southern whole­ 
saler handling the product. 
7. 
A profit to the Southern local 
dealer or merchant 
selling 
to 
the 
Southern farmer-buyer. 
8. 
The time and expense of han­ 
dling and hauling the product from 
the local store to the farm of 
the 
Southern consumer. 
9. 
A big extra profit to the local 
merchant for carrying 
him 
as 
a 
“time price” risk.

Growers’ Association begin planting 
strawberries yesterday 
at a demon­ 
stration held on the farm of George 
M. Meier. A group of over 40 inter­ 
ested people were present and a very 
successful start was 
made. 
County 
Extension Agent Scott M. Julian was 
present, as well as W. F. D. Batjer, 
Secretary of the Southeast Missouri 
Agricultural Bureau, a man who has 
had experience in fruit growing for 
over 20 years. 
The people 
around 
Parma are planting Klondike berries 
since they grow a little more upright 


and produce a berry farther from the 
ground. 
Mr. Meier had the rows four feet 
apart, had an excellent seed bed pre­ 
pared and the planting 
proceeded 
along very fast. 
First the roots 
from 
the plants 
were clipped leaving about 2% in. of 
rot, the old leaves also pinched aff 
leaving the bud. 
A man then took a 
dibble which was made by using a D 
shovel handle upon the end of which 
was bolted 
with 
two 
bolts a corn 
shovel which had been straightened. 
One man pushed the dibble 
in 
the 
ground spreading the opening while 
another, preferably a younger man 
whose back had not become too stiff, 
placed the plant in the opening and 
held it in position while the man with 
the dibble pressed the dirt firmly with 
his foot. Care was used in order that 
the plants were placed in the ground 
at the proper depth. 
None of 
the 
roots were 
left 
exposed—yet they 
were not planted deep enough 
that 
the bud would be covered in case of 
a washing rain. 
The plants 
were 
placed 2Vz to 3 feet apart.

Alaska, regarded by 
many as 
a 
region of snow and ice, has great ag­ 
ricultural possibilities. Its productive 
power is merely a mater of develop­ 
ment, says the United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture, under whose su- 
, perviaion the experiment stations 
of 
! the Territory are working to improve 
and expand the agriculture of 
our 
northernmost possession. 
The Yukon, Tanana, and Matnnus- 
ka Valleys have fully demonstration 
their adaptability to grain growing, 
and it is probable that the 
Susitna 
and Kuskokwim Valleys also are suit­ 
ed for grain cultivation on a large 
scale. By the use of hardy, early ma­ 
turing varieties of barley, oats, and 
spring wheat, a considerable quanti­ 
ty of these grains is now produced. 
The stations have developed varie­ 
ties of barley and oats superior 
to 
those formerly grown. Hybrid wheats 
obtained by crossing Siberian No. I, 
the earliest wheat so far discovered, 
with vigorous varieties are expected 
to be better yielders than the Siber­ 
ian parent and almost as early. 
Alaska annually imports from the 
States more than $6,000,000 worth of 
agricultural commodities which could 
be produced locally. 
Because of the 
high prices of imported 
farm pro­ 
ducts, due in large measure to heavy 
ocean and inland freight charges, the 
Alaska farm er should make a good 
profit on his surplus.

born in 1862 in the small

went to Braddock, Pa., the home of 
the Carnegie enterprise and opened a 
grocery store. 
Charles Schwab

day sold a cigar to Capt. Bill Jones, 
superintendent of the works, and ask­ 
ed for a job.

Young Schwab was about 4 years 
old when another boy was born at 
W eatherby, in the eastern

Like Schwab, Dinkey went

L oretta and then to Braddock, and by 
the tim e he was 13 was employed as 
w ater boy as the Thomson works.

When the melon was sliced in 1901 
with the United S tates Steel m erger 
Bope was made first vice-president 
and general m anager of sales.

held this post until 1918, when he re 
tired. 
His ill-luck seem s to have dat 
ed from that time. 
He has since been

largely disappeared 
from public life. 
M ost of his

tures were failures. 
The steel career of A lexander 
R. 
Peacock, now living 
in 
New York, 
dates, it is said, from his p art in sell­ 
ing some goods to Mrs. Carnegie in a 
New York departm ent store. She was 
so pleased with his energetic a tte n ­ 
tions th at her husband became in ter­ 
ested. 
When he learned th a t young 
Peacock came from a p a rt of Scot­ 
land near his own boyhood home, the 
steel m aster asked him to join his or­ 
ganization. 
Peacock turned out to be 
a supersalesnian. 
On one occasion he 
staggered the C arnegie Steel 
Com­ 
pany by obtaining an order for 
six 
hundred thousand tons of steel rails 
when but one hundred thousand had 
been expected. 
When the tru st took over the C ar­ 
negie Steel Company, Peacock, like 
most of the other young partners, be­ 
came several tim es a m illionaire. He 
built a palatial m ansion on Highland 
avenue in Pittsburgh and grew to be 
a public figure. 
Then he went into 
steel on his own, lost touch with his 
custom ary success and his mansion 
passed into other hands. 
Now, how­ 
ever, he is said by associates in P itts­ 
burgh to be on the w ay back. 
He is 
a member of the C arnegie V eterans’ 
Association and attended 
the

dinner.

T. F. 
Lovejoy 
was not, 
strictly speaking, one of the partners. 
He retired in 1900, before the m erger, 
and this makes him ineligible for the 
veterans’ organization.

LITTLE BHÌ HORN NOT 
MASSACRE, 
IS 
CLAIM 


“Personal 
responsibility 
for 
the 
disaster rests, chiefly upon the ill- 
fated Custer himself, because he di­ 
vided his 
force before 
a 
superior 
number of the enemy; because he did 
not obey the orders of his superior 
officers and because he failed to give 
orders of any kind to his subordinate 
command that would direct their con­ 
duct at the moment of battle. 
“No man in the world knows or ev­ 
er will know just what Custer had in 
mind when he divided his command 
within sight of the Indian village of 
the Sioux. 
The last man who spoke 
to Custer and lived was John Martin, 
orderly trum peter, who said that he 
heard General Custer say he intended 
to attack the village 
from 
behind 
while Captain Benteen attacked their 
front. 
Martin's life was saved because he 
was sent with a message to Major 
Reno by General Custer ordering Re­ 
no to attack and assuring him that he 
wouid be supported by 
the 
entire 
command. 
This support never 
was 
given and Reno’s troops were nearly 
wiped out. 
“But the faot remains that the bat­ 
tle that we have always called a mas­ 
sacre was not a massacre at all, but 
was a 
rout 
in 
which the United 
States forces were 
outgeneraled by 
the wily Sitting Bull. 
“It was a military engagement be­ 
tween two nations, each fighting 
in 
their own way. And the Indian lead­ 
ers showed more tactical ability than 
the whites”. 


Chicago, March 22.—The Battle of 
the Lkttle Big Horn in the Black Hills 
of South Dakota, 
commonly called 
“Custer’s last stand" 
or 
“Custer’s 
massacre” was not a massacre at all. 
This was the opinion expressed by 
Co. William A. Graham, judge advo­ 
cate general of the Sixth Corps Area, 
with headquarters in Chicago. 
He is 
considered the most accurate histor­ 
ian of the famous fight with the S>- 
c/ux Indians. 
"More inaccurate history has been 
written of the Custer fight than per­ 
haps any other military episode 
of 
our history”, Col. Graham said. “And 
this, despite the fact that there were 
no white survivors. 
“After fifty years, we have these 
facts of the battle at our command: 
“ Responsibility rests partly with the 
government because 
it 
lacked the

“Late in 1875 Custer reported gold 
in the Black Hills. The report, which 
followed a survey ordered by the gov­ 
ernment, brought hordes

Herculaneum is on the west bank of

Hundreds of invitations have been 
issued throughout the state for 
the 
ceremonies at which the St. Joseph 
Iiead 
Company, 
owner 
of the old 
tower, wul present it to the two or­ 
ganizations. 
A bronze tablet com 
memorating the transfer also will be 
unveiled. 
Romance and utility have been link 
ed about the old shot tower, a paint 
ing of which now adorns the Missouri 
state capital walls, for more than 
century. 
It was in November, 1809, 
that John N. Maclot, who had come 
from Paris to escape the afterm ath 
of the French Revolution, gave pub­ 
lished notice in the old Gazette that 
“having completed the erection of 
shot tower at Herculaneum—the first 
in the west—I

THIS WEEK IN MO. HISTORY 


State health protection to Missou­ 
ri’s citizenship, an activity which is 
considered essential to the well-being 


of the twentieth century population, 
had its inception forty-three 
years 
ago this week. 
On March 29, 1883, 
an act creating the State Board 
of 
Health was approved by 
Governor 
Thomas T, Crittenden, the act going 
into eect of July 1 of the same year. 
The cities of Missouri had not been 
without health departments prior to 
this time. 
In 
1832, 
Dr. 
Comelis 
Campbell was named the first health 
officer of St. Louis. The first regular 
organized Board of Health 
in 
St. 
Louis, created under an act passed by 
the General Assembly, was organized 
in 1867. 
Because of conditions aris­ 
ing out of the California immigration, 
St. Joseph appointed Dr. Daniel 
G. 
Keedy its first health officer in 1849. 
On May 8, 1878, an ordinance 
was 
passed by the Common 
Council 
of 
Kansas City creating the Board 
of 
Health of that city. 
The Missouri State Medical Asso­ 
ciation was the most active agent in 
in popularizing the movement for 
a 
State Board 
of 
Health. 
However, 
this need was not only felt among the 
medical profession of the State, but 
it was also expressed by 
Governor 
Crittenden in his message 
to the 
General Assembly of 1883. 
He said: 
“There should be a Board of Health 
estbalished in this state................ the 
Board to have charge of the 
State 
sanitation and to act as a Board of 
Censors in the regulation of the prac­ 
tice of medicine and surgery. 
The 
State is full of medical quacks 
who 
are killing annually 
through 
their 
criminal ignorance more men, women 
and children than die from 
natural 
causes. 
The Legislature should give 
¡this question serious consideration is 
it is one involving the lives 
of the 
people and 
the 
reputation 
of the 
State”. 
The Board 
as organized 
in 
1883 
was composed of seven members who 
were appointed by the Governor and

The 
act provided that five of the mem­ 
bers must be physicians chosen with 
no discrimination against the differ­ 
ent system s of medicine recognized 
as reputable by the law» of the state. 
As outlined in the original act, this 
Board was given the power to enforce 
the provisions of various statute» re­ 
lating to public health as well as to 
the registration of 
physicians 
and 
surgeons of the state. 
The attempts 
of the Board to very rigidly enforce 
these regulations created much popu­ 
lar opposition to its work. 
This op­ 
position found expression in the Leg­ 
islature which refused to grant ap­ 
propriations to the Board after 
its 
initial appropriation has been spent. 
By January, 1885, the work of 
the 
Board was 
practically 
suspended. 
However, because 
the foresight 
of 
many medical men led them to believe 
that the registration of doctors and 
other such regulations were import­ 
ant prerequisites to a successful pub­ 
lic health program , Governor Marma- 
duke was persuaded to reorganize the 
Board in 1885. 
Preceding its 
reorganization 
the 
Board began an investigatibn of the 
conditions of the local health boards 
over the state. 
A s a result of this 
study a conference of the local health 
officials was held in St. Louis on De­ 
cember 4, 1884, at the invitation of 
the State Board. 
A t 
this 
meeting 
which was the first conference of its 
kind ever 
held 
in 
Missouri, 
such 
measures as sanitary deficiencies of 
the state and epidem ics of smallpox 
were discussed, and a bill was 
pro­ 
posed 
for 
the 
creation 
of 
local 
boards. 
In 1909 the Board 
was 
entrusted 
with the registration of all birth and 
deaths and its bureau of vital statis­ 
tics began work on February 1, 1910. 
By the gathering of vital statistics 
relating to births and deaths, invalu­ 
able information has been obtained. 
These 
figures 
are 
the 
basis upon 
which a more intelligent health pro­ 
gram can be built. 
To the nurse, the 
physician, and the sanitary engineer, 
this data is a guide to the stamping 
out of contagion and the prevention 
of disease. 
Besides, these 
statistics 
are frequently of great practical im­ 
portance. 
It is through them 
that 
every citizen’s life 
record 
is 
pre­ 
served— his 
right 
to 
inheritance, 
foreign travel, and marriage are thus 
established. 
The work of the early State Board 
of Health was greatly 
handicapped 
through the lack of 
appropriations, 
and also because its work was main­ 
ly advisory. 
However, the year 1919 
marks a change in the public health 
program of the state. 
During 
the 
war the Federal governm ent had tak­ 
en measures toward health preserva­ 
tion and toward the correction of pre­ 
ventable physical defects. The Legis­ 
lature of M issouri in 1919 seeing the 
benefits which had been derived as a 
result of these 
national 
measures, 
passed a 
number of progressive pub­ 
lic health law s. 
Am ong these 
was 
the first eective public health statute 
the state has ever had, and 
under 
which the State Board of Health can 
more properly function. 
The State Board of Health 
with 
its divisions of Medical Lincensure 
and Vital S tatistics has made Missou­ 
ri a member of the 
Federal 
death 
registration area for the past 
fifteen 
years. 
H owever, according to 
the 
latest reports, the state has not been 
admitted to the Federal birth regis­ 
tration area. 
W ith the public health 
law passed in 1919 provisions were 
made for the establishm ent of 
the 
Divisions 
of 
Preventable 
Diseases, 
Child H ygiene, and Venereal Diseas­ 
es, with added provisions for the es­ 
tablishment of other departments as 
may be needed. 
The statute also pro­ 
vided for the appointm ent of a State 
I Commissioner of H ealth, and also a 
j Deputy State H ealth 
Commissioner 
I for each county. 
In 1920, after the m atter had been 
taken up with the Surgeon General of 
the United S tates Public Health Serv­

The 
Yale institute of psychology has sev­ 
eral chimpanzees in its “primate la­ 
boratory”, on which tests are being

scarcity of specimens, the gorilla has 
never before been studied experiment­ 
ally. 
“One’s first impression is that 
the 
chimpanzee is

Nine Profits on Feed 
The average farm er in the cotton 
belt who does not 
grow 
his corn, 
meat or hay and has to buy 
them 
from the Western farm er, pays nine 
profits in addition to the cost of pro­ 
duction, according to an editorial 
in 
the Progressive Farm er. 
These are: 
1. 
The price (including 
a profit) 
received by the Western farm er for 
the product. 


2. 
Charges for handling, hauling 
and shipping from farm to freight 
cars wherever the product was rais­ 
ed. 
3. 
A profit to the local buyer 
at 
the W'estern point. 
4. 
A profit to the Western whole­ 
saler. 
5. 
Expense of hauling 
by rail­ 
road to the South plus a profit to the 
railroad. 
6. 
A profit to the Southern whole­ 
saler handling the product. 
7. 
A profit to the Southern local 
dealer or merchant 
selling 
to 
the 
Southern fartner-buyer. 
H. 
The time and expense of han­ 
dling and hauling the product from 
the local store to the farm of 
the 
Southern consumer. 
1*. 
A big extra profit to the local 
merchant for carrying 
him 
as 
a 
“ time price” risk. 
How can the cotton section ever be 
anything hut a poor country so long 
as this state 
of 
affairs 
continues, 
they ask. 
For two years the price 
of cotton 
has been falling. 
A large crop 
in 
1926 will make it drop further. Then 
where will the money come from 
to 
pay these profits on imported feed 
Grow your feed and save these nine 
profits 
says 
County 
Extension 
Agent Scott M. Julian. 
Now is the 
time to plant what to grow and how. 
Talk it over with your County Agent. 
He has the information you wnut. 


and produce a berry farther from the 
ground.

Care was used in order that 
the plants were placed in the ground 
at the proper depth. 
None of

roots were 
left 
exposed—yet they 
were not planted deep enough 
that 
the bud would be covered in case of 
a washing rain. 
The plants 
were 
placed 2*4 to 3 feet apart. 
Arom as 
would require a shorter 
spacing in 
that they do not vine as much as do 
the Klondikes.
